This subject has, unfortunately, been 
given little study, and appears that 
even the name the first independent 
bookbinder not known. 

will recalled that printing was 
introduced into what now the 
United States Stephen Daye, 
English mechanician, who brought 
with him 1639 Cambridge, Mass., 
his son, Matthew Daye, who thought 
have had experience composi- 
tor. When Stephen Daye retired, his 
son took over the press and upon the 
death the latter, the breach was 
filled Stephen Green, resident 
Cambridge with previous typo- 
graphic experience. learned the 
business novo and became the 
father long line pioneer print- 
ers the American colonies. 

Early American Books 

The first books and booklets were 
printed and sold the little print- 
ing office, and probably bound there. 
1656 appeared the first printing 
for independent publisher: John 
Cotton’s “Spiritual Milk for Boston 


Babes either England. Drawn out 
the Breasts both Testaments for 
their Souls Nourishment. But may 
Like Use any Children.” This 
first American children’s book was 
“Printed for Hezekiah Usher 
Boston New England.” Usher, 
Boston bookseller, thus becomes the 
first American publisher. edition 
the Psalms was also published 
Usher 1658. 

Since the publication the stand- 
ard treatises the early printing 
Cambridge, there have been discov- 
ered three imprints the press 
that town which previously were not 
known exist. Fortunately, for the 
purpose our inquiry, one these 
bore the name Edmund Ranger, 
Bookbinder. The full title reads 
follows: 

Christs Famous Titles and Be- 

lievers’ Golden-Chain, Handled 

diverse Sermons.

This imprint would indicate that 
Ranger, jointly with Farnham, acted

There also given the ap- 
proximate address “Near the Dock” 
which not included any the 
other title pages which his name 
appears. The printer “M. J.” was 
Marmaduke Johnson, master printer 
who had been sent over from England 
assist Samuel Green printing 
evangelical literature the Indian 
tongue. was that time working 
independently. The only known copy 
this book now the Henry 
Huntington Library. 

Here the earliest record the 
name the first independent book- 
binder the American colonies. His 
name appears again the following 
year pamphlet Increase 
Mather: “Cambridge: Printed 
Marmaduke Johnson 1673. And sold 
Edmund Ranger, Bookbinder 
Boston.” This pamphlet 
dentally, the first temperance publica- 
tion America, being entitled “Wo 
Drunkards. Two Sermons Testify- 
ing against the Sin Drunkenness: 
Wherein the Wofulness that Evil, 
and the Misery all that are addicted 
it, Discovered from the Word 
God.”

While the printing was done 
Cambridge, across the Charles River, 
Boston was much more active and 
prosperous community, and offered 
better market for books. was 
essential that the printing office have 
sales agency that town for the 
distribution its product.

The next publication which the 
name Ranger appears Boston 
sales agent was another sermon 
Increase Mather: “Pray for the Ris- 
ing Generation The imprint 
read: “Cambridge: Printed Samuel 
Green, and sold Edmund Ranger 
Boston. 1678.” This shows that 
Ranger had business relations with 
both the Cambridge printers, and 
more than likely that bound 
books for both them. fact, 
probable that the bookbinding did 
for them led the arrangement re- 
garding the sale books.

considered discussing the sub- 
ject “Production Records.” Be- 
fore the war were all concerned 
with making money and were not 
forced consider, much now, 
the keen competition and the chang- 
ing conditions regarding labor and 
material. only since the war that 
production records, such, have come 
into use. This true not only the 
bookbinding industry but also the 
printing, lithographing, electrotyping, 
photo engraving, metal trades, brick 
manufacturing 
mills, dye works and the chemical in- 
dustry. 
Need Standard Records 

high time that the binders, 
class, formulate and classify stand- 
ard production records their in- 
dustry. Why use the term “stand- 
Because definite standard 
requirement necessary whereby 
may classify all operations com- 
mon basis. Unless there some such 
common basis unit measure 
which record our production, all 
the efforts compiling the statis- 
tics would worse than useless. 

essential that first deter- 
mine the proper unit from which 
can make our standards pro- 
duction. For example—take 
the ordinary cutting ma- 
chines the various fold- 
ing machines. How many 
can give the proper stand- 
ard unit measure for 
these machines? all 
think know, but 
doubtful actually do. 
could almost indefi- 
nitely enumerating differ- 
ent machines and the same 
situation would prevail. 


only exchanging ideas and 
getting together various trade 
practices that can hope speak 
the same technical language and ar- 
rive worthwhile results. venture 
say, without fear contradiction, 
that there are plants the coun- 
try today that have complete produc- 
tion records all their various 
operations which could exchanged.

compile averages for general use.

Important Re- 
Binding Task 


RE-BINDING job which cost only 

about $3,600, but which re- 
garded one the most important 
jobs ever undertaken, was recently un- 
dertaken the Government Print- 
ing Office Washington, C., 
whose bindery Martin Speelman 
charge. The cost the work 
the office, which, addition the 
Congressional Record, turns out tons 
pamphlets and books every day, 
does not the value the work 
within the covers, which the origi- 
nal parchment copies the acts 
Congress from the First Fourteenth 
Congresses, inclusive. These priceless 
documents were written with pen and 
bear the signatures Washington, 
Adams, Jefferson, Madison and Mon- 
roe, presidents the United 
States, covering the periods 1789- 
1825, the first seventeen congresses. 
These parchments, originally bound 


seventeen books, have been the 
care the state department ever since 
they were passed. time passed, 
they became more and more valuable 
until now they rank second impor- 
tance the Declaration Inde- 
pendence and the Constitution, which 
are preserved gold cases the 
Library Congress. 


spite the careful attention 
given them, the bindings had become 
useless from decay and the long 
neglect before their historic impor- 
tance was realized. preserve them 
for future years, the State Depart- 
ment. decided have them rebound, 
and early last summer they were 
turned over the Government Print- 
ing Office for that purpose. 


was decided assemble the 
sheets thirty-four smaller binders 
instead seventeen volumes ac- 
count their unwieldy contents. 
five-post, loose-leaf binder high- 
grade metal parts was especially con- 
structed for this job, each binder hav- 
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ing separate lock and key. The 
parchments were securely sewed 
heavy guards, the guards punched and 
eyeleted fit the posts the binder 
such way that unlocking the 
binder the parchments could easily 
removed for photostating. 

Each Session Congress was 
bound separately and made book 
length; the size the binder when 
completed was approximately 
in. and weighed about lbs. 

Special two-ply binders’ boards were 
made for the job and required 153 
yards canvas cover books and 
flaps. The flaps were made canvas 
lapping the three outer edges the 
book preserve them from light and 
dust, and held place snap but- 
tons.

and would leave things they were. 
approved regular oiler for 
overhead shaftings, but said the oper- 
ator should look after the machine. 

Remarks Otto Passch, George 
McKibbin Son, Lowell, the 
Grady Bookbinding Co.; Herold, 
Wolff estate, and number 
others disclosed how much attention 
paid the machines the bindery 
executives.

Books Leave Plant Only 
Are Ready” 


FREQUENT complaint book- 

binders who lot edition 
work has been that some their 
customers make insistent demands for 
delivery before the books are ready 
leave the bindery. They argue that 
they cannot full justice the work 
unless they are given reasonable 
amount time. 

The justice their complaint 
seen the way books are handled 
the Riverside Press Houghton 
Mifflin Co., Cambridge, Mass., which 
plays the dual role publisher and 
bookbinder. The company believes 
giving their books time season, and 
every book bound there, whether 
small school book edition 
Webster’s International Dictionary, 
spends its full time the press and 
the racks. 

Erection new four-story build- 
ing 1924 and installation the 
most modern bookbinding machinery 
have made the Riverside Press one 
the largest binderies New England. 
While the greater part the edition 
work handled the new building, 
which has increased the plant output 
19,000 volumes day, many small- 
works, well special hand- 
bound jobs, are done the old plant. 
The old plant includes pamphlet 
bindery, which devotes all its time 
advertising matter for Houghton 
Co., and their publications. 
The old building equipped with the 
same modern apparatus the new. 
both plants, Ford production meth- 
ods are followed, that every proc- 
ess bookbinding follows the other 
logical sequence and there re- 
tracing steps. 

The second floor the new build- 
ing devoted storage and 
original estimated capacity mil- 
lion and half volumes has been 
exceeded 250,000. 

Whatever the size the job, the 
books must remain the plant until 
they are pronounced ready leave.

paratus consists wooden rake and 
range small, upright, flat tins, 
held together long wooden frame. 
each tooth the rake corresponds 
tin, just deep the tooth long, 
yet roomy enough allow free play. 


Four Colors Used 

Four colors are used for Dutch 
marbling: indigo, scarlet, green, and 
orange. each the tins three- 
quarters full the following order: 
(1) indigo, (2) scarlet, (3) orange, 
(4) scarlet, (5) green, (6) indigo, 
and the end the range. 
each the color filled tins added 
prepared oxgall, the proportion 
drops for each tablespoonful 
color. Scarlet and orange generally 
require few extra drops. 

Now plunge the rake into the range, 
taking care that each tooth enters its 
respective tin freely. Stir well with 
the rake, mix gall and color 
thoroughly. The size should the 
same consistency for ordinary comb 
marbling. 


Getting Even Distribution 

Stir colors again, skim size, and 
holding the rake with its head inclined 
towards you, that its teeth are 
diagonal with the surface the size, 
draw from bottom, quickly for 
the first three inches and gradually 
slower, obtain even dis- 
tribution the colors. The teeth 
must not penetrate more than half 


MARBLING used ex- 


inch into the size. The drawing 
the colors finished, put rake back into 
the range, thus keeping ready for 
the next operation. 

Now draw large comb across the 
colors, from left right, and 
“feather.” feather, take stylus 
and draw its metal point—from top 
each orange 
streak, then—from bottom top— 
through each blue green streak. 
The Dutch marbling then ready 
transferred the book edge. 


Can Remedy Irregularities 

will noticed, generally, that 
the first and last streak color 
Dutch marbling extend too much. 
obviate this the operator should fill 
the first and last tin the range with 
water which twenty thirty drops 
oxgall should added. This the 
best way obtain perfectly regular 
and beautiful pattern, provided each 
color spreads equally. Should there 
any irregularity the expansion 
the colors, the operator can remedy 
this adding few drops oxgall 
the less expanding colors until they 
spread exactly much the others. 

Turkish Marbling, whether the 
more ancient patterns the ordi- 
nary mono-colored Turkish, necessi- 
tates thin size and sprinkled colors. 

one tablespoonful color, add 
drops prepared oxgall and re- 
duce size with water until each drop 
spreads about ten inches, thus ob- 
taining suitable basis for the work- 
ing out all Turkish marblings. 
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Only One Color 

Mono-Colored Turkish. implied 
its name, mono-colored Turkish 
produced with the same color through- 
out. Let us, example, take 
indigo blue and use successively 
first, second, and ground color. Pre- 
pare four different cups the four 
following mixtures: 

First color: one tablespoonful 
color and drops prepared oxgall. 

Second color: one part color and 
one part water, which add drops 
oxgall per tablespoonful mix- 
ture. 

Gall water: water and oxgall 
the rate drops per tablespoonful. 

Ground color: two parts color 
and one part sprinkling water. 


Sprinkled Small Drops 


Mix the first color with ordinary 
drop brush, but the second color, gall 
water, and ground color should 
mixed with rice straw brushes, they 
have sprinkled small drops. 

After skimming the size, drop the 
first color, taking care that each new 
drop falls the border the pre- 
ceding one, form un- 
broken ground. this unbroken 
ground formed the first color 
sprinkled the second color. Stir 
well with the rice straw brush, then 
shake out brush get rid any 
color. This should done 
lightly tapping the brush the 
forefinger the outstretched left 
hand, held thumb upwards.

Visionary Program 


now conducted, the educational 
and promotional campaign the Na- 
tional Association Book Publishers, 
campaign which the bookbinders 
are now playing important part 
through their lecture bureau, might 
well arouse the envy any large 
manufacturing industry. Books are 
not always associated with things 
practical, but the promotion work 
the association anything but vision- 
ary. 

Through the field sales forces 
publishers and book supply houses, 
and through some direct investigation, 
information gained the book 
situation various communities.
